His brother Edward lay deeper down in the 
ruins. His cries inspired the rescuers to 
harder work, but it seemed a hopeless task. 
Bricks, timber, and twisted iron were thrown 
aside, but he seemed to be still far off. His 
voice could be plainly heard. He was ap- 
pealing to those at work to shoot him and re- 
lieve him of the agony be was suffering. 

But the workers continued their labors and 
for an hour tugged away with all ® their 
strength, urged on by the buried man’s ap- 
peals. In half an hour he was reached and, 
more dead than alive, taken to a place where 
he could receive proper treatment. 

Walter Forsythe has since died, as has X. 
Silva, who was, with him, taken from the 
ruins of Conrad’s Restaurant, near the Phil- 
lips House. 

Prominent Persons Injured. 

The list of those more or less seriously in- 
jured is appalling, and includes many of the 
most prominent people in Southern Kan- 
sas. Among these is James Lawrence, a 
candidate for the office of Attorney- 
General, who is ‘seriously if not 
fatally hurt. He was buried beneath the ruins 
and was rescued with the utmost difficulty and 
rémoved toa plage of safety in an uncon- 
scious condition. 

Wild Scenes in the Streets. 

The stfeets presented a scene of the wildest 
horror. Tin roofs were twisted into every 
possible shape and blocked the passage, 
boards and broken timbers lay in every direc- 
tion, collapsed brick wails were ler- 
eled like so much sand. while side- 
walks were torn up and many of 
the planks blown into the adjoining country. 
People rushed wildly about only to-be met 
with the insurmountable piles of ruined build- 
ings, and muy of them in their wildness tore 
clothes and faces in the mad rush against what 
seemed blind and cruel fate. 

In the midst of all these scenes a heavy 
rain was falling, Grenching those who had 
been rendéred homeless and were seeking 


shelter. . 
At the Temporary Hospital. 

The scene at the temporary hospital was 
one such as is rarely witnessed except upon a 
battlefields The floor was saturated with 
blood which gushed from the many wounds 
of the many persons who were taken there as 
soon as they could be extricated from the 
wretked butldings. There was little effort at 
order, Everyone was too excited for that. 
The injured were carried in and placed in the 
first. vacant place that could de found 
upon the floor, Tben the rescuers hurried 
away to renew their efforts in behalf of those 
still m the ruins. 

All the physicians in town hastened to the 
spot, but there were not enough to attend to 


inhabitants, and is one of the most substan- 
tially built cities in the State, large brick and 
stone buildings abounding.

TERRIBLE WORK OF THE WATERS. 


Towns Wiped Out, People Driven Away, 
and Miles of Farm Lands Laid Waste. 

Arkansas City, Ark., May 27.—[Special.]— 
A trip through the submerged districts of the 
Arkansas and White Rivers by a Ton cor. 
respondent reveals that the stories of suffer- 
ing and destruction have not been half told. 
In Desha County, Ark., one of the richest 
farming counties in the South, there are not 
1,000 acres of dry land outside of Laconia 
circle. Not a farm has escaped, and of the 
entire population, with the exception of a few 
negroes who are roosting on house and barn 
tops, nota human being is left. The White 
and Arkansas are both rismg steadily near the 
Mississippi, but both are falling above, and 
the flood in Chicot County, Ark., is slowly re- 
ceding. 

Hollendel, up the White, has been swept off 
the earth. Remnants of its houses are found 
for miles lodged against trees or in tree tops. 
Along that now mighty torrent of water not 
a living thing is left, not even a wall to 
toll where the town once stood, nor is there a 
soul living at Chicot City. The backwater 
from the Mississippi has reached up for forty 
miles to bring about all this and 
at Chicot City nearly covers the housetops. 
At Clarenden the destruction has not been 80 
fearful and the families are subsisting on pro- 
visions brought by relief steamers, The ne- 
groes, almost without exception, have left the 
Arkansas and White River Valleys and are 
now camped on the Mississippi and Ten. 
messee side. Red Fork and Pendleton are 
wiped out. Each had a populateon of about

Indignation of Judge Woolson Over the 
Action of Defendant Newton. 

Dus Mornzs, Ia., May 27.—[Special. ]—There 
was a sensation in the Federal Court this 
morning. At 10 o’clock Judge Woolson or- 
dered the jury in the John C. Newton case 
brought before him together with the de- 
fendant. ' 

After the verdict had been rendered Thurs- 
day night a little after 9 the jurymen were in- 
vited to meet at the Savery House. They 
went, and in a club-room found an elaborate 
banquet-table spread. Supper was served in 
seven courses. John C. Newton sat at the 
head of the table, and his attorneys, Col. 
Charles A. Clark of Cedar Rapids and B. F. 
Kauffman of Des Moines, were also present. 
Speeches were made by several jurymen and 
also by Newton. The occasion was a merry 


One. 


Judge Woolson rebuked the jurymen for 
their indiscretion. He spoke of the effect 
their action might have on the public mind, 
and said it would be remarked: ‘* Here is a 
wealthy man, who has been taking advantage 
of justice by treating a jury who found in his 
favor. It might be said that if a jury is to 
be banqueted by a successful client a poor 
client who has not the means for such an 
expenditure stands no show for justice in a 
court. Judge Woolson then directed the 
clerk to euter an order on the record of dis- 
honorable discharge of the jurymen for im- 
proper conauct.

ner. The will was executed Nov. 26, 1883, By 
a codicil added May 13, 1885, E. C. Moderwell 
of Geneseo, III., is appointed one of the 
trustees in place of L. B. Otis. 

The estate was settled April 20, 1891, and 
the executors discharged.

AN EXPLANATION OF THE READING DEAL 


Reading Is 8xid to Have Reen Actuated by a 
Desire to Equalize Prices. 

Nuw Tonk. May 7.— [Special. ]—One of the 
reasons given by the Reading railroad com- 
pany’s officials after the coal rates agents’ 
meeting Thursday for the advance in the price 
of chestnut size coal which was ordered at 
that meeting was the desire of the combina- 
tion to “equalize ’’ the price of coal. There 
was no explanation at the time of what was 


meant by this “equalizing” of prices. A 


semi-official announcement which was au- 
thorized tuday gives the combination side of 
the question and explains what is meant by 
„e qualisation. The policy of the Reading 
from now on.“ said this authority, will be 
gradually to adjust the price of egg, stove, 
and chestnut coals so that they will eventually 
be at one figure. The Western market for a 
number of years past has had but one whole- 
sale price on domestic sizes. The system had 
worked well, and is said to be more equitable 
than the one which has a price 
for every size. Heretofore in the east- 
ern market there have been so many 
conflicting interests that it has been practi- 
cally im possible to adjust inequalities in de- 
mand due to locality and season. Now that 
the trade is practically a unit, the new sys- 
tem is not only practical, but will be a source 
uf additional revenue to the companies. The 
consumer will be benefited, while the retailer 
will be the loser. 

The price of retail coal in this and other 
Eastern trade centers has been uniform. The 
retailers obtain it at different prices, accord- 
ing to the size, and the logical consequence is 
that they continually endeavor to dispose of 
sizes which come the cheapest, thus discrimi- 
nating against those of higher price. Ines- 
much as the heating value of any of the three 
domestic sizes is equal to any other, this entire 
system of discrimination is considered 
wrong to the producer and consumer. The 
demand for chestnut coal in the West is now 
very strong, while in the East it is stocked. 
Under the old régime the companies would 
have been compelled to advance one and 
lower the other, now they supply the correc. 
tive by diverting tonnage to the point where 
there is greater demand, Such is the 
plan by which the Reading proposes to help 
out smaller concerns, notably the Lacka- 
wanna. At different seasons the demand from 
certain sections 1s for one size of coal. This 
creates a stringency in one size and an abun- 
dance of the others. Operating both East and 
West and possessed of big capacity by large 
storing facilities, the Reading will equalize 
2 by lending tonnage of sizes de- 
sired.

TELLER’S FALSE STATEMENTS. 
Senator Teller says the silver men complain 


that the action of 1878 has appreciated gold at 
least 40 per cent, has reduced the price of 


agricultural productions and the value of 
farms, houses, and lands, and has reduced the 
wages of the people of this country. He 
quotes this statement approvingly as a reason 
for demanding the free, coinage of silver on 
the basis of sixteen to one. He thus makes it 
his own and invites inquiry as to its truth or 
falsity. 

Most emphatically these statements are not 
true, and if they were the fact would not con- 
stitute a valid argument in favor of demoral- 
izing the finances and business of the qountry 
by adopting a badly debased unit of values. 
The worth of money is measured by what 
that money will buy, and no honest man 
would gain any advantage by a cheapening of 
the dollar that he must use both in receiving 
for what he has to sell and paying out for 
what he has to purchase. Still less is there 
any good reason for making the change de- 
manded if the claim urged in favor of it be 
utterly false. The following little table will 
help to an understanding Of the matter. The 


‘first column of figures shows the average 


prices of the articles named in Chicago 
market for the year 1873, as measured in cur- 
rency $113.80 of which was equal in buying 
power to $100 in gold. The next column 
shows these average prices for 1878 on a gold 
basis, and the last gives the averages for 1891. 
The grades are substantially the same in both 
cases, except in barley, the quotation for 
which in 1873 was on straight No. 2. It also 
should be remembered that butterdid not 
suffer in that year from competition with but- 
terine, and that the cheese-maters had not 
learned then how to produce the average arti- 
cle as cheaply as at present: 
Paper, Gold, 
3. 1878. 1891. 
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These figures show that there is no such de- 
preciation in the prices of produce as is 
claimed, and those for 1878 should be further 
reduced to represent the relative prices re- 
ceived by the farmer, because the cost of 
transportation from the farm to this market 
has materially declined in the last nineteen 
years. Equally precise statements cannot be 
presented in regard to the values of “ farms, 
houses, and lands for the two years, but any 
man familiar with the facts must know that the 
average acre of land in the country and house 
and lot in the city will sell for a greater number 
of dollars today than it would have brought in 
1873. Nor have the wages been thus reduced. 
A report recently issued by the Department 
of Agriculture yives $1.08 as the average day’s 
wages of orcinary transient farm labor in 
1875 without board. This is barely 94 cents 
when reduced to the gold basis, and the report 
names 92cents as the average value for the 
same kind of labor in 1888, 18990, and 1892. 
According to the statistician the wages of 
farm labor are only about 2 per cent less than 
in 1875, and they are higher than in 1885 or 
1879. Other comparisons than those made in 
the report quoted from show that the wages 
of labor in the cities are higher than thirteen 
years ago, and for a day which is in no case 
longer while in several of the trades the work- 
ing day now consists of a smaller number of 
hours. 

Hence the arguments of Teller and his as- 
sociates in the agitation for free silver coin- 
age fall to the ground. The facts utterly fail 
to support their The gain in the 
purchasing power of the dollar is not due to a 
cheapenhing in the value of landed property 
per acre or per front foot, or of labor per day. 
It has resulted from a cheapening iu the proc- 
esses of production and transportation, which 
no more calls for a debased dollar than a 
larger wheat crop would justify the use of 
a bigger bushel with which to measure it. 
But the consumer gets the advantage of this 
change in the purchasing power of the dollar, 
and he ought to be glad that his dollar after 
it is earned will buy so much instead of de- 
manding one which wouid not be as effective 
when carried to the grocer, the butcher, the 
tailor, or to the man who charges rent for the 
house occupied by the toiler. What benefit 
can he hope to derive from changing to a new 
kind of dollar that will not buy as much by 
one-third as the old one? 


SENATOR HILL’S FLIGHT TO THE LOBBY. 

Senator Hill’s precipitate flight from the 
Senate chamber when the Clerk began 
calling the roll on, the motion to take up 
Senator Stewart's Free Coinage bill shows the 
kind of amanhe is.

Being 
afraid to commit himself to either side in the 
silver controversy,he got out of the scrape in the 
most undignified-manner possible by literally 
running away and making himself ridiculous. 
He would have done much better to st if his 
place and refuse to vote. It would have been 
dodging, but it would not have as 
much laughter as his wild rush from the room 
when he saw that he was on the verge/of being 
forced to commit himself. 
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to prevent the sending of anti-slavery matter 
through the mails. He did not run away or 
attempt to do so, but he cast his vote like a 
little man, and went on the record. Senator 
Hill, if cornered thus, would have made a 
rush for the ante-room. The dodging policy 
of the latter never pays. It never made a 
President.. So while Senator Hill’s conduct 
proves that he is still after the Presidency, 
for otherwise he would have voted against the 
bill, no faction in his party.will give him its 
support. The people will forgive blunders 
and wrong decisions, but not cowardice. They 
have no taste for these Laodicean statesmen: 
who are neither cold nor hot. 


. THE BIMETALLIC PROBLEM, 

The London Economist discourses learnedly 
about the proposal for an international mone- 
tary conference, with especial reference to the 
participation of England and India in the 
movement, It holds that before accepting an 


invitation to join in the confere nce Great Brit- 


ain should state distinctly how far it is willing 
to go, so that other nations may not be de- 
ceived by false expectations. It says the ut- 
most Mr. Goschen has hinted up to this time 
is that the Bank of England should be advised 
by the govefnment to take into its reserves a 
sum of silver equal to a quarter of its gold, 
and this on condition that other nations shall 


throw open their mints to the free coinage of 


both metals at a common ratio. But it pomts 
out that the Bank of England is a private cor- 
poration, and as such is not obliged to accept 
the governmené ad vice on this point, or to fol- 
low it forever after, having once accepted it. 
The paper asks what is meant by the suggestion 
that India shall agree to keep its mint opeh to 
silver for a certain term of years on the same 
condition that the Bank of Eugland requires 
„for doing what she does. It says this cannot 
mean that India will in any event adopt ttie 
gold standard. Such a task is far too great 
for her. Hence it is argued that the partici- 
pation of England and India would be of no 
more real consequence or significance than 
their participation in the conference in 1881. 

The Economist may be commended to a 
study of the plan suggested by the late Secre- 
tary Windom of making silver a full and un- 
limited tender to its commercial value, that 
being the market price of the bullion. The 
result of such study might be advice to the 
British Government or the Bank of England 
to issue notes against silver bullion to the 
amount of its commercial value, those notes 
to circulate like other Bank of England notes 
and to be redeemed in silver bullion in gold 
value equal to the face of the note. The adop- 
taon of this simple scheme would completely 
solve the coinage problem, putting all 
silver to use as money at its actual and fluatu- 
ating value in gold, without inconvenience to 
the pubiic.

The silver is too heavy for more extensive use 

than that. It weighs nearly twenty-five times 

as much as an equal value in gold, four cents’ 

worth of silver weighing about as much as 

does a gold dollar. People will not accept 

silver in payment of their checks if the 
amount exceeds ten dollars, and most of them 

would grumble if asked to take more than five 

in silver. The standard American dollars are 

practically nothing but small change or frac- 

tional currency in daily transactions, and half 

doliars would answer in, their place for all 

purposes. 

Hence, silverin any considerable quantity 
exceeding a dollar per capita must circulate 
inthe form of paper certificates, and these 
should be made redeemable in silver at its 
gold value. In this way, and in no other, we 
éan have practical bimetallism safely and per- 
manently. Any other plan would be but a 
makeshift, liable to be abolished at almost 
any moment by the upsetting of confidence in 
the ability of a government to keep up an 
artificial parity in some such way as mud 
banks are interposed to retain the floodwaters 
of the Mississippi in the channel of that river. 
Yet there 1s this important difference. The 
levee may be repaired, but when once the 
financial barrier was broken through nothing 
could prevent the silver from finding its 
natural level as deter mined by its commercial 
value as bullion, 


STILL RULED BY THE CHURCH. 

A statement made to a reporter by a Utah 
journalist furnishes a good reason why Con- 
gress should take no steps towards the con- 
version of that Territory into a State. He 
says that since President Woodruff yielded to 
the pressure of the criminal laws of the United 
States and ordered the faithful to give up 
“plural marriages polygamy practically 
has come to an end, and that while the Mor- 
mons may believe the doctrine as firmly as 
ever yet they do not prastice it. But he says 
farther that while the Latter Day Saints have 
seemingly split on Republican and Demo- 
cratic lines that division ceases to exist when- 
ever the head of the church wishes all the 
votes to be thrown on one particular side. 

This simply means that the members of the 
church are still so absolately under the 
thumb of their spiritual master that they can- 
not be ttusted. They are not fit to exercise 
the suffrage. If Utah were a State and the 
Mormons were in the majority the govern- 
ment would be an ecclesiastical one, and if 


they were bid, and if there were laws against

The ‘anti-Briggs faction, 
however, claimed that the committee was a 
prosecuting committee and therefore it could 
not be discharged after it was appointed until 
it had exercised the right of appeal to the 
General Assembly.

Upon the motion whether the appeal should 
be entertained a majority of the assembly 
voted in the affirmative. The minority report 
recommending that the case be sent back to 
the Synod of New York, which the Prosecuting 
committee had overleaped in taking up its 
appeal to the assembly, was laid upon the 
table by a vote of 385 to 122, which may be 
considered a test vote. The majority report 
was then adopted without division. The re- 
marks of Dr. Birch, who spoke for the Prose- 
cuting committee, clearly show the animus of 
the movement and demonstrate that the issue 
is to be forced.

FARM WAGES. 

The statisticfan of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment has issued a report on farm wages in the 
United Statés for half acentury. It is an in- 
teresting document and has the rare advan- 
tage of being brought down nearly to date, 
but it appears to be lacking in one important 
respect. Its tabulations of wages from 1866 
to 1892 are represented graphically on page 
14, They show a general decline from 1866 to 
1879, then a steady rise from 1879 to 1882, and 
from that time on a slight rise except in the 
Pacific and Mountain States. For all the rest 
the figures representing the average wages in 
the first five-year period are stated in a curren- 
cy $141 of which was required in 1866 to buy 
what could have been. purchased with $100 in 
gold, and from that date till the close of 1878 
the gold premium was gradually reduced till 
it became zero, _Reckoned on the gold basis 
the wages of 1866 were but 19 per cent higher 
than those given for 1879, instead ef being 
sone 67 per cent higher, as indicated in the 
di

This fact should be borne in mind in read- 
mg the following synopsis of facts as given by 
the statistician: The rate of farm wages, 
with board, fifty years ago may be fairly rep- 
resented as averaging $8.50 per month. In 
1860 the general average was about II. a 
range of $10 to $15 being common in the East, 


| while in exclusively agricultural districts it 
gwas $9 to $10. A rapid rise followed when

rate of wages, in the face of lower prices for 
most of the things the worker has to buy, is 
additional proof of increasing indastrial pros- 
perity. — 


“Tae antagonism of the administration to 
silver has brought on a crisis in the affairs of 
Colorado, said Mr, E. S. Brown of that State 
at Thursday’s session of free silver men. in 
Washington, and he was followed by Senator 
Colquitt, who professed to be in hearty ac- 
cord with every effort for the remonetization 
of silver, These people cannot mean what 
they say.

And for 
what? To prevent a crisis in the affairs of 
Colorado, or rather in the affairs of a few 
men there who want to grow rich by impover- 
ishing all the rest of che people. They have 
held inflated views of the matter, prepared 
for a debasement of the dollar, laid all their 
plansin accordance with that expectation, 
and now ask to be saved from the conse- 
quences of their own folly.

Tuz Louisiana Planter. takes the position 
that though the jetty system at the mouth of 
the Mississippi is am unquestiorable success 
and a great commercial benefit yet it has in- 
creased the danger and extent of floods in the 
Mississippi Valley. It says the question how 
to safely dispose of the suxplus waters of the 
mighty river has become as important in the 
interest of agriculture and the protection of 
life and property as in affording a channel 
adequate to the requirements of commercial 
navigation. It intimates a conviction that the 
outlets of the river have been so far reduced 
in the effort to deepen the channel that 
greater floods are threatened than ever be- 
fore without anything .in the natural 
conditions to account for this increased 
danger, which opens up an issue 
between the agricultural and commercial in- 
terests of the State. This is a grave prob- 
lem, if correctly stated, and may well engage 
the attention of the most acute minds in the 
effort to solve it. But the investigation 
ought not to be conducted without a full 
recognition of the changes introduced by rail- 
road construction within the last quarter of a 
century. Reasonings on the subjecty of in- 
terior navigation are not necessarily applica- 
ble to conditions of the present because they 
seemed to fit accurately those of the past, and 
the jetty question cannot be properly argued 
without taking into the account the levees 
which line the banks for many miles. Is it 
worth while to go to an enormous expense in 
the enlargement of those already dangerously 
artificial levees in order to protect adjacent 
bottom lands while keeping the river open to 
competition with railroads as a commercial 
route from the interior to the gulf seaboard?

King Humbert Refuses to Accept—Two Min- 
iaters in Portugal Drop Out. 

Romz, May 27.—Sig. Giolitti, the new Prime 
Minister, announced to the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today that the members of the Cabinet 
had tendered their resignations to King Hum- 

bert, but that his Majesty had refused to ac- 
cept them. He therefore asked the Chamber 
to pass the most urgent bills now before it 
andto grant the government a vote on ac- 
count for the next six months. The Prime 
Minister's announcement caused a great sen- 
sation in the House. It is generally taken to 
rtend that thé dissolution of the House is 
imminent. There is no doubt that the resig- 
nation of the ministry was precipitated by the 
vote taken in the House yesterday on 
the question of confidence in the ministry. 
The result was a victory for the ministry, but 
the margin was so close that had thirty-eight, 
who abstained from voting, cast their votes 
against the government the ministry would 
have sustained a defeat. The new Cabinet 
was only definitively formed May 15 and its 
practival overthrow has therefore been a mat- 
ter of only a few days. The preceding Cabi- 
net, at the bead of which was the Marquis di 
Rudini, was defeated by a majority of eight 
May 5 in its demand for a vote of confidence.

Laspon, May 27.— At a Cabinet council held 
today Senhor Oliveira Martins, Minister of 
Finance, and Viscount Chancelleiros, Minis- 
ter of Public Works, handed in their resigna- 
tions.

An Expectation of Using the North Shore

NEW IRON AND METAL SCHEDULE, 


Duties to Be Reduced in a Bill from the 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 27.—It is not im- 
probable that the Ways and Means committee 
will report a bill making important revisions 
of the iron and metal schedule within a short 
time. Mr. Stevens of Massachusetts intro. 
duced a bill today to place iron ore and scrap 
iron on the free list and to reduce the duties 
on manufactures of iron and other metals. 
The first section of this bill places iron ore, 
scrap iron, and scrap steel on the free list 
after Oct. 1 next, but provides that nothing 
shall be deemed scrap iron or scrap steel ex- 
cept waste or refuse iron or steel fit only to 
be remanufactured. The second section 
provides that pig iron and like metals 
shall be subject to a duty of one 
and one-half tenths of a cent a pound, which 
is $3.36 a ton—just half the present rate. The 
third section provides that bar iron and 
structural iron and steel shall be subject to a 
duty of half a cent a pound, or $11.30 per 
ton. The fourth section provides that steel 
rails, etc., shali be subject to a duty of 3-10 of 
a cent a pound, or $6.72 per ton. The 
section provides that no rate of duty imposed 
by the articles embraced in metal sched- 
e of the , shall exceed 35 per 
cent ad valorem.

Edward &. Lacey Says There Is Too ‘Much 
Legal Tender in American Currency, 


Mail 8 com- 


There was an informal gathering of a few 


bankers and of the financial and commercial 
writers of the daily press at the Press 


club room Thursday afternoon to meet the 


Controller of the Currency, Edward S, Lacey, 
In a running conversation concerning fluan- 
cial affairs Mr. Lacey gave some interesting 
views regarding the present situation. 

“Too great a proportion of our currency is 
legal tender,“ was one of the ideas Mr. Lacey 
advanced, and he argued in this line: Our 
Farmers’ Alliance friends have the idea that 
we want more legal tender and that every kind 
of currency should be made legal tender, but 
they undoubtedly make a mistake in that 
proposition. The greatest need of the 
financial situation in this country 16 a 
more elastic currency. That has been 
demonstrated every time there has been a 
serious financial stringency. In times of ease 
we are led into speculation because of the 
great abundance of money and then we are 
suddenly brought face to face with a stringent 
money market and there is not enough eias- 
ticity to break the shock. If there were an 
expansion of national bank notes that quality 
of elasticity would be furnished, When the 
currency began to vile up in the money cen- 
ters bankers would want to have counted in 
their reserve the g — possible proportion 

al tenders and would send in na- 
tional bank notes for em ption. hen the 
demand for money increased the notes would 
come out again and the volume of currency 
would thus accommodate i the needs 
of the commercial world, 

Ho is this increase in national bank cir- 
culation to be brought about? Well, this is 
not a good time, while there is talk of free- 
silver coinage, to talk aboutexpansion. If 
our recent difficulty with Chile had reached a

GOSHEN FIGHTING FOR THE EXTENSION. 


Anxious to Beat South Bend in Getting the 
Indiana, Illiacis and lowa Road. 

GosugEn, Ind., May 27.—[Special. ]}—Leading 
citizens of this city are making a strong 
effort to secure the construction of the new 
eastern extension of the Indiana, Illinois and 
Iowa railroad to this city iustead of to 
South Bend, which is conducting a 
vigorous campaign to secure the road. 
If the line is built to Goshen it 
will not stop here but will go to Toledo via La 
Grange and Angola, following closely the line 
of the l Toledo and Chicago Bee Line 
railway. ‘To secure this road Goshen would 
be willing to give a right of way clear through 
the city and $30,000 in cash, with a second 
$30,000 when the line is completed to To- 
ledo if division headquarters are iocated 
here.
